Too taciturn by nature to confide in 


any one that he contemplated taking 
his life he arranged for his going in 
the most deliberate manner, carrying 
his preparations through the greater 
part of two days and reaching the cli- 
max in a way that clearly indicated he 
had turned over carefully in his own 
mind the means to be resorted to and 
the question of employing the most 
certain way to prevent a miscarriage 
of his plans. 


Had Provided for Funeral. 


"Take, these, Catherine, and if I die 


suddenly the money will pay my fu- 
neral expenses." 
This was spoken In 


French yesterday to Mrs. Frank Mon- 
nier, who occupies with her husband 
the front of the house in which the 
body of the old man was found this 
morning. As he spoke he gave to her 
a tin cannister containing a certificate 
of deposit for $11)0 In the Hamilton Na- 
tional bank. This was dated April 27 
and gave rise to the thought that prob- 
ably the old man had battled with 
himself for weeks before he finally 
concluded that life under the condi- 
tions in which old age found him was 
not worth while. 


Heard the Old Man Moving About. 
When Mrs. Monnier got 
up 
this 


morning she heard the old man mov- 
ing about in his house and noticed that 
he ascended the stairway to a garret 
above his two rooms. She heard him 
retrace his steps slowly and laborious- 
ly to the ground floor, for he was af- 
flicted with a horrible abdominal rup- 
ture. She listened, he moved about a 
short time, then there was quiet.

dealer and from a pile of nondescript 
stuff stored in the. garret of his home 
he selected a piece of bell cord to one 
end of which was attached an iron 
ring. He doubled and twisted it to be 
sure that it would not break and de- 
feat his attempt to end his life. Be- 
tween the first and second floors there, 
is a. flue hole across which he placed 
a stout piece of timber to which he 
tied one end o£ the rope, dropping the 
other through to the first floor. By 
means of the irong ring he looped the 
other end around his neck, stepped

A mother who brings up her baby in 


such a way that it has "nerves" does 
1. one of the greatest possible wrongs. 
We are quite too nervous asTa nation, 


.nd we all suffer accordingly. There- 
ore, why not try to start your baby's 
ife in such a way that its nervous or- 
ganization will be sound and its physi- 
cal condition much better, in conse- 
quence? 


No mother deliberately makes her 


baby nervous. I'know this. But many 
times, many more than should be, she 
does the same thing 
unconsciously, 


and it is this I wish to write of today. 


An infant's nerves are delicate and 


always ready to jump into evidence. 
They are all too likely to grow, and 
the surest preventive against this un- 
desirable development is quiet. Talk- 
ing much to a young baby, letting its 
aunts and cousins see, it is pleasant; 
unless practiced in great moderation 
it is bad. Talking and strange faces 
excite, and if there has been an undue 
amount of either, baby's next, nap will 
be an uneasy and restless one. and he ] 
will not begin to get the strength from j 
it that he should. Sudden noises, like 
banging a door, or jumping unexpect- 
edly at an infant, should never be al- 
lowed. 
The latter frequently makes 


baby laugh I know, but it excites the 
tiny mind, which after a time keeps 
itself tense in expectation of excite- 
ment. 


Noisy toys should never be permit- 


ted, and indeed the quieter the amuse- 
ments the better. Baby loves nothing 
better than his own ten toes to play 
with, and will amuse himself for five 
minutes at. a time with them if laid on 
a bed where he may kick and stretch. 


More than one baby is weakened 


nervously by over entertainment. Phy- 
sicians know that poor people's infants 
are less nervous than those of wealthy 
parents, and it is because these, wom- 
en, being occupied with their work,
